No 
one doubts his courage or his willingness to take personal 
risks. He has given no evidence of disloyalty to Taraki and 
Amin, but is still regarded by everyone — apparently 
including them — as the person most likely to lead a coup 
against the government. He is regarded as less pro-Soviet 
and doctrinaire than the civilians in the government.
